Again Gets 


Council Slap 


For the second time within two 
weeks, the Menlo Park chamber of 
commerce was rebuffed in plans to 
stage a 49er centennial and indus- 
trial exposition when city councfl 
Tuesday night refused use of the 
parking plaza for the proposed cele- 
bration. 


ed to waive business license fees for 
such an event. 

However, the chamber was un- 
dettered in its plans for a cele- 
bration June 19-25. President 
Lloyd Neumann and Program 
Chairman B. Frank Thompson 
said investigation is being made 
into three possible sites, all on 
private property. 

Two weeks ago, councilmen in- 
formally rejected the chamber’s or- 
iginal proposal to use Burgess re- 
The chamber did 
not press that request further, but 
substituted the proposal for use of 
the plaza. Thompson said that be- 
fore the formal request was sub- 
mitted Tuesday night, the organi- 
zation had been given to under- 
stand the council had no objections 
to use of the plaza for a celebra- 
tion along the lines of that last 
year. 

Rejection of the plaza request was 


@ on a 4 to 1 vote, Mayor Charles P. 


Burgess voting against the motion 
for denial and asserting he regarded 
the plaza as a proper place for a 
community celebration, even though 
it be commercial and promotion, as 
it was in the case of the centennial 
celebration last June. 

A second motion to deny a 
waiver of business license fees 
carried unanimously, Burgess a- 
greeing with fellow councilmen 


e that fees should be imposed be- 


cause of the commercial aspect 

and additional costs to the city, 

such as policing the event. 

Appearing before council, Thomp- 
son described the proposed celebra- 
tion, said that a permit might be 
sought for a professional carnival 
and added that expenses could be 
reduced from those of last year, 
when the chamber had a $2000 de- 
ficit at the windup of the fete. . 

Councilman Edward Church, who 
later made the motion to deny use 
of the plaza, pointed out that the 
question before the council was not 
whether the chamber should have a 
celebration, but whether the plaza 
should be used and business license 
fees waived. 

One written protest against use 
of the plaza in particular and 
against a celebration in general was 
received from Mrs. Louis T. Cas- 
aretto, who said such an event at- 
tracts ‘undesirables . in other 
words, bums.” 

Thompson objected vigorously to 
the assertion that “bums” are 
drawn to Menlo Park by such a 
celebration. 

From the audience, Mrs. Mary 
Alice Sullivan, 704 Oak Grove ave- 
nue, and Mrs. F. I. Kurtz of 1326 
Hoover street, objected to another 
celebration being held at the plaza 
because of disturbance caused to 
nearby residents. 

There were other protests, but not 
specifically against the plaza issue. 

Mrs. Martha Vandervoort, Par- 
ent-Teacher association president,

BELLE HAVEN ASKS 
SEPARATION EFROM 
LIGHTING DISTRICT 


Tax reductions are in sight for 
property owners in the recently- 
annexed Belle Haven section of 
Menlo Park as a result of the coun- 
ty board of supervisors calling hear- 
ings on proposed withdrawal from 
two special lighting districts. 

The hearings will be conducted 
at 10 a.m. May 3 by the supervisors 
in their chambers at the county 
courthouse in Redwood City. The 
withdrawals are proposed from the 
Menlo Park and Ravenswood light- 


ing districts, which embrace Belle 
Haven. 
The rest of incorporated Menlo 


withdrew from the Menlo Park 
lighting district last year, and light- 
ing costs were absorbed by the city 
government under the general tax 
rate of $1 per $100 of assessed val- 
uation. 

Tax rates now are 32.5 cents for 
the Ravenswood lighting district 
and 22.6 cents for the Menlo Park 
lighting district, which will be 
eliminated from Belle Haven prop- 
erty tax bills at the close of the 
fiscal year June 30 if the board of 


supervisors approves the _ with- 
drawal. 
Withdrawal will mean inclusion 


of Belle Haven lighting costs in 
Menlo Park city government oper- 
ations under the general tax levy. 
Suburban Park, which was an- 
nexed shortly after Belle Haven, is 
not part of a lighting district.

Sought In Floods 


Rather than embark on tempo- 
rary measures requiring constant 
maintenance, the city government 


will seek a permanent solution of 


street flooding in Felton Gables 
that, after recent rains, reached a 


point described as a “disgrace” by 
one city councilman. 

At Monday night’s council meet- 
ing, City Engineer Ed Smith report- 
ed on studies made in Felton Gables, 
described possible temporary mea- 
sures and added the only permanent 


solution is installation of narrow, 
flat concrete gutters. 
Council favored a permanent 


means of preventing floods, and di- 
rected Smith and City Manager 
Cecil Longson to proceed with en- 
gineering surveys and make final 
recommendations to the council. 


Sewer Line Route 
Studied By Board 


The Menlo Park sanitary district 
board has under study a route sur- 
vey of a proposed interceptor sys- 
tem to be constructed in conjunc- 
tion with the projected sewage dis- 
posal plant near the bay. 

Dr. Lawrence H. Cook, secretary 
of the board, which received the 
survey at its monthly meeting Mon- 
day night, said the next move is to 
determine whether easements can 
be obtained from property owners 
along the proposed right-of-way. 

The proposed route provides for 
interceptor system connections from 
the Veterans hospital and the Belle 
Haven sewer maintenance district 
should they participate in use of 
the disposal plant.

PAVING PROJECT 
FOR ROBLE AVENUE 


Steps to expedite the paving of 
Roble avenue and certain adjacent 
streets were taken by city council 
Monday night, when petitioning 
property owners signed waivers of 
a hearing under the debt limita- 
tion act. , 

However, not all petitioners who 
asked an assessment district were 
present at council chambers, and 
others yet have to sign the waiver, 
which will result in speeding the 
project by some 60 days, explained 
City Manager Cecil Longson. 

No protests against the paving 
project were received by council. 
After all the petitioning property 
owners have signed the waiver, 
there will be other regular hearings 
and it is expected bids can be ad- 
vertised in about 90 days. 

Longson said it is believed that 
it will be possible to complete the 
project this summer. City Engineer 
Ed Smith said the cost estimate is 
$8.50 per front foot.
